BAKERSFIELD — Cotton 
harvest is nearing its peak in the 
Southern San Joaquin valley, 
and cotton prices were generally 
lower during the week ending 
October 24 according to Max B. 
Medcalf, in charge of the 
Bakersfield Classing office. 

A small volume of trading 
was reported. Growers offered a 
light volume, but continued to 
reject most bid prices. Demand 
was best for grades 41: and 
lower, but very little is being 
offered. 

Growers sold grade 31, staple 
35, 3.5 to 4.9 mike, in mixed 
lots at 10Q to 125 points off 
December \New York futures. 
Grade 41, staple 35, in the 3.5 
to 4.9 mike range, brought 
about 300 points off December 
New York futures. 

Prices paid growers for 
cottonseed averaged $110.00 per 
ton, down from $116.00. 

Grade 31 was the 
predominant quality in this 
week’s classing and accounted 
for approximately 55 percent. 
Grade 41 accounted for 22 
percent, followed closely by 
grade 40 with 20 percent. Staple 
35 was the predominant length 
with 60 percent. Staple 36 
accounted for about 40 percent. 
Mike readings were in the 
desirable range: of 3.5 to 4.9 on 
97 percent of the samples 
classed. Pressley strength 
averaged 97,000 pounds per 
square inch for both the week 
and the season. 

A total of 98,000 samples 
were classed for the week ending 
October 24, bringing the season 
total to 215,000 samples classed.

STATE CANNOT IMPOSE CONDITIONS 


ON FEDERAL WATER, COURT RULES 


VISALIA — Members of 
Friant Water Users association 


have expressed satisfaction at a 


federal. court ruling that the 
state of california may not 
impose conditions when 
answering requests for water to 
serve federal projects. 

Robert Moock, Visalia 
attorney, said the October 9 
ruling by Judge Thomas. 
MacBride, in Sacramento, 
confirms the association’s belief 
that state administrative rulings 
may not .place terms or 
conditions on federal water 
projects authorized by acts of 
Congress. 

MacBride’s ruling specifically 
deals with water storage at New 
Melones dam on the Stanislaus 
river but also could have an 
affect, on jurisdictional issues 
relating to the Delta. 

“If rulings by the state water 
resources control board were 
carried to their conclusion, there 
simply would not be enough 
water to meet deliveries already 
pledged by the Central Valley 
project, and large segments of 
agriculture would be forced out 
of. business,” declared James F. 
Sorensen, association secretary. 

Sorensen added the state has 
gone overboard in attempting to 
place unrealistic salinity 
standards for the Delta at the 
expense of long standing export 
obligations.

program of the Lone Oak 
Cemetery Historical marker, 
held at Ivanhoe Elementary 
school.

Mrs. Sylvia Corkins 
introduced the. group and 
narrated the program. Each 
child, dressed in a Bicentennial 
costume representing the period 
his flag flew over this country, 
gave a short history of his flag. 

The dedication of the Lone 
Oak Cemetery Historical marker 
was co-sponsored by the Tulare 
County Historical society and 
the Kaweah chapter, Daughters 
of the American Revolution. 

The ceremony began at. the 
original site of the cemetery, 
where the historical marker was 
unveiled by Mrs. Loyd R. Gist, 
past regent, Kaweah Chapter 
DAR; Walter Long, president of 
the Tulare County Historical 
society; and Harold G. Schutt, 
master of ceremonies. It was 
followed by a poem and a prayer 


by the Rev. Rufus Connelly. 
The meeting adjourned to 
Ivanhoe Elementary school, 
where a resume of the history of 
Lone Oak Cemetery was given 
by Annie R. Mitchell. This was 
followed by a poem, “Forever 
Free,” by Mrs. Loyd Gist. 
Earliest. burial of record in 
Lone Oak cemetery was in 1863 
but it is probable that there were 
-many others before that time. 
There is a tradition that the 
settlers who were killed at the 


Woods cabin in 1850 were 
buried here, but it is 
questionable. 


The cemetery formerly was 
larger but farming operations 
encroached upon it. In the 
1930’s a group of families who 
had relatives buried there fenced 
a portion of the cemetery. 

Name of the cemetery came 
from a lone oak tree that 
formerly stood there. It was 
destroyed in a storm in the late 
1800's.

Assemblyman Ernest Mobley, 
of Sanger, chairman of the 
newly activated Assembly Water 
committee, said the state’s 
position on water reflects an 
attitude by some people in 
Sacramento that nothing 
accomplished in the past has 
merit. Assemblyman Gordon 
Duffy, of Hanford, joined with 
Mobley in stating general 
agreement with Judge 
MacBride’s conclusions. 

Moock said future successful 
operations: at the Delta require 
continued federal-state 
cooperation. 

Sorensen announced the 
California department of water 
resources has called a hearing on 
the Peripheral canal for 
November 6 in Sacramento as it 
continues its review. of 
protection for the Delta and 
water distribution in the state. 

He explained the longest list 
of alternatives on the agenda 
deal with reducing demands for 
water exports from the Delta. 
Adoption of any combination of 
these proposals would mean a 
further threat to water supplies 
already committed for use in the 
San Joaquin valley, he said.

more lead time, but tnere can be 
no excuse for conduct which 
threatens the legitimacy of the 
e ections. 

“It is not my intention to 
investigate unfair labor practices 
in these hearings. This is the 
responsibility of the general 
counsel, but I do intend to look 
very closely at the charges of 
bias on the part of the board’s 
staff. If such charges are true, 
the whole purpose of this 
legislation has been thwarted.” 

Zenovich continued, 
“Perhaps the Legislature did not 
give the A.L.R.B. enough 
direction in some areas. The 
most controversial issue to arise 
since the passage of this 
legislation, access to workers, 
was never discussed in the 
legislative proceedings. The 
statutory time constraints under 
which the board must operate 
may be too stringent. In any 
case, before the next flood of 
election petitions come flowing 
into the board, I want to see a 
procedure that can. handle it. If 
legislation is needed, I will 
author it,

SMOKE IN 


FOREST FROM 
. CONTROLLED BURNS 


PORTERVILLE — Visitors in 
the Sequoia. National forest 
during the last few weeks have 
reported large columns of smoke 
to fire authorities, however, Jim 
Hickman, fire management 
officer of the Forest, says there © 
is no reason to be alarmed. 

“To reduce fire hazard in the 
forest, our people gather 
unuseable debris from timber 
sales into piles for burning under 
controlled conditions,” he said. 

“Certain weather conditions 
must. exist and sufficient 
manpower and equipment must 
be present before these piles are 
set on fire. Burning this debris 
not only helps to prevent 
wildfire during the dry season, 
but also provides areas of bare 
mineral soil which are more 
conducive to establishment and 
growth of new trees.” 

The burning will be curtailed 
this week in the southem 
portiqn of the forest until there 
is more moisture. Moisture is 
very low on the east side of the 
mountains and fire danger will 
be going up. 

“We are pleased with the 
public concem about a possible 
serious situation on the forest,” 
Hickman said. The public’s 
cooperation is always welcome 
in preventing fires and in calling 
our attention to a possible
